fais said the usual reasonable 
commission ranges from 7% to 10 
per cent. 


Chilcote’s Explanation. 
Chilcote confirmed the fact that 
he received a fee of 35 per cent 
of the premiums as general agent 
for Mutual Commerce. Out of his 
commission, he said, he paid com- 
missions of 25 to 30 per cent to 


policies. This rate, he added, is 
standard in St. Louis for casualty 
business. : 

To his denial yesterday of em- 
bezzling Mutual Commerce funds, 
Chileote added today denials of 
charges that he withheld premi- 
ums due Mutual Commerce and 
that the $60,000 lent to the Kansas 
City company this year was actu- 
ally funds he owed the company. 
The money advanced to Mutual 
Commerce, he said, was taken 
from profits of his agency which 
he had not previously withdrawn, 
and from sums borrowed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP)— 
Secretary of Commerce W. Averell 
Harriman testified today he would 
favor stopping at once anyeAmeri- 
can aid to a nation which might 
in the future come under the in- 
fluence of Russia. 

Harriman was asked about his 
attitude in such a case while he 
was testifying to the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee in behalf 
of the Administration’s proposed 
$597,000,000 emergency assistance 
for France, Italy and Austria, 

“I would then lose interest in it, 
in that particular country,” Harri- 
man said. 

In contrast, he said he believed 
America should hold itself ready 
to extend help to nations of east- 
ern Europe if they ould free 
themselves of Russian domination, 

Certain of these nations, Harri- 
man said, would have “liked to 
come in and work with us,” but 
were prevented from doing so by 
Russia. 

Cites' 3 as Friendly. 

“Poland, Hungary and Romania 
are very friendly to us and have 
been forced into the iron ‘vise 
against their will,“ Harriman said. 

His views were brought up un- 
der questioning by Representative 
Jackson (Rep.), California, Jack- 
son also wanted a list of commodi- 
ties which this country now ex- 
ports to Russia. Harriman prom- 
ised to furnish it. 

Representative Lodge (Rep.), 
Connecticut, proposed that the 
United States should invoke eco- 
nomic sanctions against Russia 
and its satellites, 

Harriman agreed immediately 
that this country should cut off 
any exports which would contrib- 
ute to the military strength of the 
Soviet bloc, but asserted: 

“Export. licenses can be used to 
invoke economic sanctions, but I 
prefer persuasion, 

“I don't think it would be prop- 
er to attempt to shut off trade, 
but I believe we should not ship 
our materials which are a direct 
contribution to the military 
strength of the eastern European 
countries,” 

Chairman Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee made clear 
that the United States has a vital 
interest in the world’s uranium 
resources. 

Uranium is one of the key mate- 
rials used in the manufacture of 
the atom bomb.

They may have taken their cue 
from th words of the former 
president and resistance hero at 
his press conference yesterday. 
De Gaulle discussed the possibility 
of civil war and, with an eye ob- 
viously cocked toward his arch- 
enemies, the Communists, com- 
mented that “if this misery should 
happen, force must remain with 
the law.” 

French Communist leaders have 
made it plain in recent weeks 
that they would not hesitate to 
send their people to the barri- 
cades to win the political struggle.

‘Mysterious Malady’ Just a Case 
Of Chimney Swallows in the Flue

Dr, Hodgson 
treated him and called in two 
nurses, some friends and rela- 
tives.

Chimney 
swallows had built mud nests in 
the roof vents of the furnace, 
sealing them tight.

MARSHALL ON AID TO CHINA: 
MET OBSTACLES IN THE PAST 


Export-Import Bank Rejected Investment, 
Proposal—Agency in Position to 
Lend to Latin America.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—With 
respect to testimony by Secretary 
of State Marshall that aid to 
Latin America can be handled by 
the Export-Import Bank, it has 
been learned that this. institution 
expects in the near future to re- 
ceive repayments of approximate- 
ly one billion dollars. 


It should therefore be in imme- 
diate position to finance Latin 
American loans, and Congress 
need not be asked to appropriate 
for that region in addition to the 
European recovery program. 

The Secretary was asked at his 
press conference yesterday after- 
noon whether the Export-Import 
Bank had not been something less 
thah co-operative in respect to 
helping China. “If I had any defi- 
nite thought,” he answered, “I 
would not express it here.” 

Plans Rejected by Ban. 

However, he proceeded to dis- 
close that as early as August of 
last year he had certain projects 
in mind for helping China, and 
believed they would prove “rea- 
sonably sound” investments. The 
only recourse for the necessary 
funds at that time was the Ex- 
port-Import Bank, but its direc- 
tors decided that Marshall's pro- 
posals were not in accord with 
its charter - He renewed the sug- 
gestions on his return from China 
and wag repulsed a second time 


by the bank. 

“So now,” he said, “we shall 
have to carry the business to 
Congress.” He acknowledged that 
the scene in the meantime has 
changed and that stabilization of 
Chinese 8 now has prece- 
dence over rehabilitation projects. 
He explained that the conditions 
of the bank's charter are very 
rigid, as anyone would learn if 
he attended hearings of the insti- 
tution’s representatives before 
congressional committees, 

The projects which he recom- 
mended in the summer of last 
year, Marshall related, would 
have been of psychological, eco- 
nomic and military value. He 
wished to rebuild the railroad 
from Canton to Hangkow, thus 
contributing to recovery in cen- 
tral and south China; and repair 
harbor facilities so as to make 
Tientsin a port for north China. 
Another proposal related to re- 
habilitation of Manchurian coal 
mines. 

Marshall said he still clung to 
the hope expressed as a result of 
his mission to China, namely, that 
the national government of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-sh@k would 
see fit-to “broaden the e” of 
its representation among the Chi- 
nese people. It remains unde- 
termined, he stated, whether any 
proposal to that effect would be 
suggested in connection with fu- 
ture Chinese aid programs. 


Marshall was asked whether 


nese aid would be expended by 
Americans on Chinese behalf or 
turned over to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment which would make its 
own purchases. He replied that 
the department is conducting an 
analysis to determine which 
would be the more effective meth- 
od “in the present state of af- 
fairs.” The reference, he er- 
plained, was to “terrifice inflation- 
ary pressure” now prevailing 
China.

Discussing intolerance in the 
United States, Dr. Melby de- 
clared, “You cannot teach free- 
dom in segregated neighborhoods, 
.. The housing situation in New 
York City is making more Com- 
munists than Stalin could ever 
hope to make.” 

Speaking at the same meeting, 
the Rev, Dr. C, Oscar Johnson, 
president of the St. Louis Board 
of Education, called for the instal- 
lation of greater moral fiber in our 
educational processes so that 
“every boy and girl will be 
equipped to live in the complex 
world they will inherit.” 

He touched briefly on his re- 
cent conference with President 
Truman who asked him, he said, 
for advice on how to mobilize all 
Christian forces behind a deter- 
mination that the world shall have 
peace.

John C. Wray Jr., partner in 
the W&H Truck Service, 708 South 
Broadway, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today of difficulties he 
had on an insurance policy that 
was placed with the Mutual Com- 
merce Casualty Co. of Kansas 
City through the firm of Donald 
E. Chilcote, insurance agency ex- 
ecutive charged with embezzle- 
ment, 

Wray said his policy was twice 
canceled “for underwriting rea- 
sons” and on the second occasion 
Chilcote told him not to worry 
“as we're trying to form a new 
company.” 

The second cancellation was 
never lifted? however, Wray said, 
and he has had no success in ob- 
taining a refund on premiums paid 
by him on the unexpired part of 
the insurance, 


The insurance, in the amount 
of $22,800 to cover fire, theft and 
collision of five transport trucks, 
was taken out by Wray last Feb. 
13, under an annual premium of 
$1238. 

Wray said he made a down pay- 
ment of $309 on the insurance 
premium and five monthly pay- 
ments of $105 each. The total 
amount paid at the time the sec- 
ond cancellation became effec- 
tive last Aug. 15, six months after 
the policy was received, was 3934. 

The monthly payments were 
made to the Plaza Bank of St. 
Louis after Wray received notice 
from the bank that it had bought 
the premium contract from Chil- 
cote. 

After the first cancellation, on 
Aug. 1, Wray made a complaint 
to Chilcote as none of the truck- 
ing firm’s vehicles had been in- 
volved in collisions and no claims 


had been made for insurance pay- 
ments, 

At that time, Chilcote assured 
him, Wray said, that the cancel- 
lation was due to financial rea- 
sons and a new policy would be 
issued. A new policy was received 
several days later but it was can- 
celed as of Aug. 15. 

Wray then sent the agant from 
whom he had bought the ingur- 
ance to Chilcote and the man re- 
turned with a statement that a 
new company, to be known as the 
Group Casualty Underwriters Inc. 
with a “lot of big St. Louisans in 
it” was being formed. 

This new company would take 
over the policy, the agent said. He 
suggested that Wray, in the mean- 
time, assign his claims for premi- 
um repayment to an agency 
named by the insurance agent. 
Wray refused. 


Wray also said he filed a claim 
for $80 with the Mutual Commerce 
Casualty Co. of Kansas City for 
the theft of articles last July from 
a garage and service station he 
was operating at that time on 
South Broadway.

State Laws Critichzed. 


State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance Owen G. Jackson said that 
weaknesses of state statutes un- 
der which Mutual Commerce was 
organized and is controlled con- 
tributed to the failure of the firm. 
He said the company has very 
few assets with which to meet 
more than ‘$200,000 in unpaid 
claims, resulting in a serious loss 
to policyholders, 

Jackson said he has not yet de- 
cided what steps would be taken 
to assess policyholders of the mu- 
tual company to cover the losses. 
He said that under the law policy- 
holders can be assessed up to an 
amount equal to the annual pre- 
mium on their policies. 


The principa] cause of the in- 
solvency of the company, he said, 
is the fact that the statutes do 
not give the State Division of 
Insurance any control over rates 
charged by automobile casualty 
insurance companies, and have in- 
adequate reserve requirements for 
the organization of mutual casu- 
alty companies in Missouri. 


The statute under which Mutual 
Commerce was organized, Jackson 
asserted, permits anyone to estab- 
lish a mutual casualty company 
merely by obtaining 200 applica- 
tions for insurance and showing 
that the organizing company will 
have annual paid up premiums of 
only $25,000. 

“Then they can start business 
without another dime,” he said, 


Records Not Produced,

The state insurance official said 
that under terms of a bill pending 
in the Legislature the State In- 
surance Division would be given 
authority to regulate rates of the 
mutual casualty companies,

tion prepared by a national com- 
mittee appointed by various insur- 
ance firms throughout the nation, 
and was approved by the National 
Association of Insurance Commis- 
sioners, an organization of state 
insurance officials, and the Insur- 
ance Committee of the National

The commission’s rules and 
practice call for action by the 
commission within 10 days after 
the time limit for filing exceptions. 
Some action, therefore, is to be 
expected by Dec, 5. However, the 
commission, if impressed by excep- 
tions filed, could order a further 


decision. 

Granting of the application 
would mean, according to Assist- 
ant City Counselor Forrest G. Fer- 
ris Jr., that lower rates to domes- 


However, shortage of pipe is 
deemed by Marsh likely to delay 
actual construction of the new 
lines which the fuel company de- 
sires to construct. 


Marsh’s report stated that it 
would probably be impossible for 
the company to get the needed 
pipe before July, 1950, and that if 
the steel situation should grow 
worse, the delay might be longer. 


Under the requested order, the 
additional supply of gas is to 
be limited to existing customers 
of the fuel concern. The Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corp, sells nat- 
ural gas direct to large industries, 
and it is to increase its supply to 
these customers, without accepting 
new customers, except that eight 
concerns, which are named, may 
be served “on an interruptible 
basis,” when the supply permits. 


However, the Laclede Gas Light 
Co, and the St. Louis County Gas 
Co. are among the fuel corpora- 
tion’s customers, and they will dis- 
pense the gas to their customers. 
The fuel corporation would be 
authorized to construct loop lines 
of 22-inch pipe 199 miles in length, 
20 miles of 10-inch pipe in 6-line 
manifolds at stream crossings, and 
2.3 miles of 12-inch pipe in 4-line 
manifolds at stream crossings; 
also 11,000 additional horespower 
compressor units. 

The company has stated that the 
new lines will increase its delivery 
capacity in the St. Louls area by 
83,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
daily, this being nearly equal to 
the amount consumed in the area 
on peak days last winter, 

When the two-line system ina in- 
stalled and in operation, the re- 
port stated, there will be an 
excess of horsepower at certain 
compressor stations, and this ex- 
cess will be utilized as “standby” 
until the capacity is further in- 
creased. 

The established total cost of the 
new facilities will be $13,654,140, 
exclusive of cost of financing, it 
was stated. Of this, the 199 miles 
of 22-inch pipe will account for 
$10,057,634. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. was 
an intervenor in support of the 
company’s petitidn, stating that 
the enlarged pipe line facilities 
would make possible conversion of 
its supply to straight natural. gas, 
and would contribute to smoke 
Coal dealers opposed 
the application.

“In my opinion, conditions in 
Europe are far worse than they 
were a year ago. Millions are 
without adequate shelter and 
Millions are actually 


hungry. Europe is anxious about 
America’s future course in world 
affairs. They know that upon our 
action, or our lack or action, de- 
pends not only their fate, but the 
fate of the world. 


“They are anxious to know if 
America will -accept its moral 
obligations to itself and to the 
world to maintain the peace and 
to help the truly democratic na- 
tiong of the world to become self- 
supporting once again, They re- 
alize that if we do not, accept 
these obligations their chance for 
freedom, for survival, is gone for 
Many years, if not forever.” 


Doolittle said there must be 4 
short-range and a long-range peace 
plan. hTe short-range plan, he 
stated, should include immediate 
and intelligent aid to the freedom- 
loving nations of the world and 


military preparedness on the part 
of America. 


In the last two wars, we have 
had time on our side,” he de- 
clared, “Time to plan and to or- 
ganize our military establishment 
and time to gear our industrial 
capacity to the production of war 
materials. Time that was gained 
for us while our allies fought the 
common enemy. 


“Never again will we have time 
on our side. In the light of past 
experience, any aggressor nation 
will certainly attack us first—and 
without warning. 


“However, I am certain such an 
attack will not come unless we 
are so weak militarily that the 
enemy is assured of quick and 
easy conquest without his home- 
land suffering devastating retalia- 
tory attacks from us.”

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TWO BRITONS WIN 
NOBEL CHEMISTRY, 
PHYSICS AWARDS 


Sir Robert Robinson and 
Sir Edward Appleton 
— Frech Ex-Red Gets 
Literature Prize, 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 13 (AP)—| 


Two Nobel prizes in sciences 


were awarded tonight to Britons, 
Sir Edward Appleton and Sir Ro- 
bert Robinson. The prize in liter- 
ature went to Andre Gide of 


France. 

The prizes amount to 
$40,000 each. 

The award for physics was 
given Appleton, of 
University, for “his contribution 
in exploring the ionosphere, . e., 
electrically conductive strata in 
the upper atmosphere of the 
earth.” The Yorkshire-born scien- 
tist, 55 years old, is the over-all 
boss of all British research. He 
helped: lay the groundwork ‘or 


radar. 

The chemistry prize went to 
Robinson “for his research re- 
garding biologically significant 
substances from the vegetable 
kingdom, ly alkaloids.” At 
61, the Oxford University scieri- 
tist is a leader in the realm of 
organic chemistry. 

Citation for Gide. 

Gide, 77, received the literature 
award “for his extensive and ar- 
tistically important authorship, in 
which he has exposed the prob- 
lems and conditions of human- 
kind with fearless love of truth 
and psychological perception.” His 
friends had testified that he still 
is “unusually vital in modern cur- 
rents of art.” 

Gide's Swedish translator, Dr. 
Schildt, described the Frenchman 
as “a Communist againt Stalin 
and a Christian against the 
church.” The author visited Rus- 
sia in 1933 at the invitation of 
the Soviet Government and spoke 
in Red Square. His address was 
at the funeral of Maxim Gorki, the 

ian writer, 

ide, a lifelong bachelor, an- 
nounced early in the 1930s that he 
had becorhe a Communist. His 
enthusiasm for Communism was 
at a peak from 1933 to 1936. He 
visited Moscow in 1036 when the 
purge trials were on, and returned 
to Paris to write a book of bitter 
disillusionment, “Retour de IU. R. 
8.8.“ 


The Communist criticism caused 
Gide to write more of the same 
story of his disillusionment with 
Joseph Stalin’s Soviet Union, The 
book was “Retouches a Mon Re- 
tour de l'U.R.8.8.”". Many French 
intellectuals joined Gide in reac- 
tion against Communism. 

Gide, who has written constantly 
for 55 years, is best known as an 
essayist and master of a clear, 
style. He also won fame 
as F fiction writer, poet and trans- 
lator of Shakespeare, Tagore, Walt 
Whitman and Joseph Conrad. 
Lately, he has been working on a 
translation of Goethe's “Prome- 
theus,” soon to be published in 
French. He also is preparing an 
anthology of French poetry.

He told the United States tri- 
bunal he often saw Farben. offi- 
cers there, and that Walter Duerr- 
feld, manager of the Oswiecim 
plant and one of the 23 defendants 
now on trial, “was always walk- 
ing around the plant.“ 


Coward was one of 1200 British 


prisoners of war who were forced 
to work for Farben. He said the 
British were ill-treated like other 
inmates. Once, he _ testified, a 
German guard shot and killed a 
British prisoner of war for refus- 
ing to climb an ice-covered girder 
without proper equipment. In an- 
other instance, he related, a Brit- 


ish soldier tossed a bit of food to 


some other inmates and German 
guards shot those who attempted 
to pick it up. 

Leonard Dales, another witness, 
said that “once the inmates were 
assigned to Farben foremen they 
became the foremen’s slaves.” He 
told of one Jew who accidentally 
cut a leg and couldn't work. 

“I guess this means the gas 
chamber for me,“ he quoted the 
prisoner as saying. Inmates never 
saw the Jew again,

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HOW RUSSIA GOT 
SHIPMENTS FROM 
U.S. THIS YEAR 


Department Says They 
Are Lend-Lease Goods 
to Which Title Was 


Transferred.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 — Ex- 


planations are flying about today 
in an effort to reconcile figures 
on lend-lease shipments to Rus- 
sia that have emanated this week 
from the State Department and 
the Census Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The twenty-fourth report to Con- 
gress on d-lease operations, 
made public Monday, asserts flat- 
ly that after last Dec. 31 it became 
ill to transfer to the Soviet 
Union lend-lease materials in 
storage or on order for delivery. 

“As a result,” it is stated, “the 
materials will be disposed of un- 
der the surplus property act, and, 
subject to applicable laws, will 
be available to any purchaser and 
for any other programs of the 
United States Government.” 

Export statistics from the De- 
partment of Commerce, showed 
on the other hand, that during 
the first nine months of this year 
Russia received from the United 
States $48,000,000 of lend-lease 
goods and UNRRA donations. The 
shipments included machinery, 
vehicles, manufactured goods, 
metals and minerals. This is 
despite the fact that lend-lease 
officially came to an end on VE- 
day, May 8, 1945. 

| of Shipments. 

State Department spokesmen 
said today that the apparent con- 
tradiction rises from the fact that 
lend-lease supplies earmarked for 
Russia fall into two categories. 
The first consists of goods to 
which full title had not been ac- 
quired by Russia prior to Jan. 1. 
Delivery of such materials was 
suspended on that date. 

The second consists of wares to 
which Russia had obtained full 
title before Jan, 1. These are 
held to have passed out of Ameri- 
can control, and may be shipped 
by the Russians at their conven- 
jence and leisure. It is declared 
to be supplies in the second cate- 
gory that account for 1947 ship- 
ments of lend-lease commodities 
from the Urfited States to the 
Soviet Union. : 

On Oct. 15, 1945, the American 
Government entered into an agree- 
ment to deliver lend-lease supplies 
Gesigned for the Soviet Union 
which were in storage or produc- 
tion. These were to be paid for 
by Russia in a graduated series of 
22 annual payments, beginning in 
1954 and carrying small interest 
charges. They were known as 
“pipeline” supplies. 

The thifd deficiency appropria- 
tion act of July 23, 1946, forbade 
the Departments of Agriculture 
and the Treasury to pay “any ex- 
pense incident to the shipping 
abroad of lend-lease pipeline com- 
modities” after Dec. 31. The sup- 
' plemental appropriation act for 
1948, however, set aside $600,000 
for the completion of pipeline de- 
liveries to 10 foreign countries. 
Russia, however, was pointedly. 
omitted from the list. 

“The omission of the Soviet 
Union,” says the latest lend-lease 
report, “means that pipeline mate- 
rial in storage and on order to 
the USS.R. cannot de trans 
ferred.” Deliveries thus canceled 
were estimated at $19,372,000, 

plicating Provision. 

Another way of stating the case 
is that lend-lease deliveries to Rus- 
sia requiring any administrative 
expense on the part of the United 
States have been barred since the 
first of the year. The situation is 
complicated by a provision of the 
1945 agreement that delivery may 
be made “at the point of origin.” | 
Thus Russia, instead of the United 
States, may assume expenses inci- 
dental to the transaction. 

There is considerable doubt 
whether Russia ever will pay for 
its postwar lend-lease acquisitions, 
in view of its refusal to negotiate 
repayment of any part of its war- 
time lend-lease imports, estimated 
at 11 billion dollars. It is pointed 
out, however, that Russia has just 
paid its first interest installment 
on postwar lend-lease purchases, 
amounting to $4,170,000. 

Out of $100,000,000 worth of ma- 
chinery, vehicles, manufactured 
goods and raw materials shipped 
from the United States to Russia 
in the first nine months of 1947, 
it is estimated that 60 per cent 
was purchased for cash and 40 per 
cent was on lend-lease account. 
Over-all machinery shipments in 
August totaled $3,000,000 and in 
July $11,000,000. 


Russian Sales to U.S. Three Times 
Greater Than Purchases. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (UP)— 
Russia sold the United States 
nearly three times as much as it 
got from this country in Septem- 
ber, the Commerce Department re- 
ported today. 
Of the $3,030,182 worth of goods 
shipped to Russia in September, 
$44,120 was “pipeline” lend- 
and $1,281 was UNRRA sup- 
The Russians paid cash for 
rest. Last year 85 per cent of 
United States exports to Russia 
were lend-lease and UNRRA. 
Russia shipped $5,345,505 worth 
of gold to this country in late 
October, the third shipment this 
year.

The auto 
mobile workers in the dual capac 
ity of unionists and consumers, he 
contends, should be entitled to 
participate with management in 
the formulation of policies for the 
common weal. 

A paramount subject of discus- 
sion in which Reuther believes the 
union should participate is the 
ability or willingness of 
ment to produce in large enough 
volume to meet the needs of the 
entire population at reasonable 
prices. His goal is to eliminate 
what he regards as an economy of 
scarcity, 


Philosophy. 

Such labor-management discus- 
sions hinge directly on the Reu- 
ther “package philosophy” that 
wages, prices and profits must be 
considered together in relationship 
to purchasing power rather than 
independently. In the past, 
marked by the 113-day General 
Motors strike last year, manage- 
ment has steadfastly resisted this 
concept, not yielding even to the 
extent of “opening the books.” 

Reuther also is pressing for a 
voice in considering how to main- 
tain the flow of e materials 
required to keep assembly lines 
in operation. The steel: shortage, 
he points out, is not exclusively 
a managerial problem. It affects 
the lives of workers who may be 
Idle as 4 consequence. He sees 
it also as implementing a scarci 2 
econgmy which creates hig 
prices and lower mass 8 
power. : 

Thus far, his suggestions for 
joint conferences with e- 
ment to work out plans for the 
allocation of steel to the industry 
on a voluntary rather than com- 
petitive basis have fallen largely 
upon deaf ears. 

One of the reasons why wan 
agement has been reluctant to 
subscribe to Reuther’s concept of 
joint responsibility is that such

2. Require each local union 
“to carry out the provision of 
its contracts” and prohibit any 
one in the union from counsel- 
ing or causing “a breach of any 
contract entered into by a local 
union.” 

3. Forbid any local union or 
agent from acting for the union 
except upon the express author- 
ity of the international execu- 
tive board or president.

We have not hitherto had to 
worry very much about internal 
security. Nobody could get at us 
until they had licked our Navy, 
or, in the old Monroe Doctrine 
days, the British Navy. Nobody 
as had a navy that could de- 
liver these goods. Hence we have 
always had plenty of time to get 
ready, when war came to us, and 
our home base—the United States 
—has always been relatively se- 


cure. 
That is no longer true. 
Naval Defense Insufficient. 


We have the biggest and best 
Navy in the world, but the Navy 
is no longer enough for security. 
There is also the air, through 
which attack of various kinds can 
come, Our security today rests 
solely on the fact that nobody has 
as yet acquired the long reach 
necessary to get at us, But that 
is a transitory situation, It is not 
the sort of security in which we 
can place any faith, or ought to. 

Our air defenses are not in good 
shape. 

In particular, we do not have 
the reserve air forces—trained of- 
ficers and men, immediately avail- 
able in reserve fighting units— 
which we require for adequate de- 
tense. 

Moreover, our country as àa 
whole is not a secure platform on 
which to base air operations, either 
long range offensive operations or 
short range “defensive operations. 

It is vulnerable, to attack through 
the air—attack by enemy bombing 
planes, by guided missiles when 
these can reach us, by air-borne 
troops following up the other 
kinds of air attack to seize key 
centers and paralyze the industrial 
and military life of the nation by 
the destruction or capture of the 
vital areas from which that life 
flows. 

This sort of attack has to be 
met by citizen forces. We will 
never have enough regular troops 
to do that job. We will not have 
the appropriations to keep up such 
a regular army in time of peace, 
and we could not scatter it all 
over the country to guard every

TOO Much Similarity 
No doubt death was but seconds away from 
the 29 persons aboard us the flaming Douglas 
DC-6 dived steeply to an emergency landing at 
Gallup, N.M. Fortunately, the American Airlines 
pilot was able to land the big four-motored plane 
within five minutes after the fire was discovered. 
Unable to see from his smoke-filled cockpit, he 
missed the runway completely. Waiting ground 
personnel, armed with fire extinguishers, found 
“a broken line spewing fuel toward the flames, 
which had fired a patch of grass under the 
plane.” 

True, it was a most fortunate escape. No one 
even suffered a hurt finger. Arid it may afford 
clews to the fire that destroyed the DC-6 and all 
52 aboard near Bryce Canyon, Utah, last Oct. 24, 
with the pilot only a few yards from a safe land- 
ing place. But the safe ending at Gallup needed 
only one or two more strokes of the brush to 
transform it into the horrible picture of flaming 
wreckage that littered the approach to the Bryce 
Canyon field. Despite the great difference in 
the final results, the Gallup and Bryce Canyon 
pictures are too close in simildrity. 

All this lends added emphasis to the words of 
Marvin Whitlock, director of service engineer- 
ing for American Airlines, who, in an article 
published before the DC-6 crashes, heavily criti- 
cized these luxury liners. Among his charges 
were: “Carburetion and spark plugs vying for 
first place as trouble makers” and inferior elec- 
trical wiring and workmanship.” 

All airlines using the DC-6 (93 have been de- 
livered) now have voluntarily grounded these 
planes. There has been no news of a grounding 
order emanating from the Civil Aeronautics 
Board or its policing body, the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority. Of course, it is more reassuring 
to the public if the airlines act before the CAA 
or CAB. 

Yet in the summer of 1946, the CAB cracked 
down with an order grounding all Lockheed 
Constellations after two accidents to the four- 
motored craft. First, a trans-Atlantic Constella-. 
tion, with 42 passengers, landed safely in Con- 
necticut when fire developed shortly after the 
plane took off for Europe. Twenty-three days 

er, another Constellation caught fire on a 
training flight in Pennsylvania, crashed, burned, 
and killed five of the six crewmen. The CAB 
promptly ordered grounding of all 60 of the 
Constellations then in service. | 

They stayed grounded for 60 days while the 
CAB studied the Constellation, found the cause 
of the fires, and ordered more than 50 changes 
in the plane. And then, in a critical statement, 
the CAB laid into the CAA for falling down on 
its duties in inspecting passenger planes. It 
charged insufficient co-ordination between the 
CAA and the aviation industry. ' 

A particularly damning sentence in the state- 
ment read: “A contributing factor was a de- 
ficiency in the inspection system which permitted 
defects in the aircraft to persist over a long 
period of time to reach such proportions as to 
create a hazardous condition.” And another: “It 
is difficult to understand that such a condition 
could have been permitted to exist over an ap- 
preciable period of time without corrective action 
being taken.” 7 

Since the CAA is nothing more nor less than 


| a sort of “policeman” for the CAB, and is 


charged with the inspection of airliners, this 
leaves a hot potato in the CAA’s lap. And Con- 
gress helped toss the potato in the CAA’s lap 
when it slashed the CAA’s appropriation by $70,- 
000,000 recently. If the CAA has been too 
crippled to do its job thoroughly, it is up to 
James M. Landis, head of the CAB, to take his 
case to Congress. Lives of passéngers and crews 
are too valuable to be weighed in the scales 
against either penny-pinching or carelessness. 
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- Half a Loaf Is Better 


The suggestion that bakers bake some of their 
loaves half the present size, to conserve grain, 
sounds like good sense. It has been proposed in 
several letters to the Post-Dispatch and by the 
St. Louis Consumer Federation. | 

The reasoning behind the suggestion is that 
many families eat only paft of a loaf of bread 
before it becomes stale. Half-size loaves—at, of 
course, half the price of the full size—would’ 
not only conserve grain. They would also con- 
serve consumers’ money and enable them to 
have fresh bread all the time. The idea is so 
sensible that it recommends itself for perma- 
nent use.

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In Behalf of Juliu Maniu 


Secretary Marshall says that the treason ver- 
dict against Juliu Maniu and the life imprison- 
ment sentence against this stanch Romanian 
patriot is another effort by a Communist-domi- 
nated government to eliminate all opposition. 

The Secretary of State was never more correct 
in all his life. That is exactly what this in- 
human sentence is—a Communist effort to close 
every dissenting voice.

As Mr. Marshall was denouncing the judicial 
travesty against Maniu (his trial“ was actually 
conducted by the concentration camp overseer 
for Romania), Zoltan Pfeiffer and his family 
were arriving on American soil, refugees from 
the Communist controllers of Hungary. The 
dramatic story of Pfeiffer’s escape, via the 
underground, bring home the fear and distress 
and threat to life under which all friends of free- 
dom live in Eastern Europe today. 

Why did the Secretary of State decline to say 
whether a protest like that raised in behalf of 
Nikola Petkov, executed Bulgarian peasant lead- 
er, was in the making? We hope it is because 
the State Department plans a much stronger 
protest for Maniu. We should use the full power 
of language to let Romania know just what an 
unconscionable thing it is doing. We used less 
than that for Petkov. 

Unless we make the strongest kind of protest, 
the demoralization of friends of the United 
States in these countries will cost us dearly. We 


still can hold many of them, but the time is less 


with each day that passes, How effectively we 


back up Maniu is much more important than one 
than’s fate. 

Maniu’s stature is the greater for his bravery. 
It is up to Secretary Marshall and his depart- 
ment to devise the means whereby we can give

The Auto Workers Example 


Labor history has been made at Atlantic City, 
where the country’s largest union voted over- 
whelmingly to purge itself of Communist or 
Communist-inclined officers. The CIO United 
Auto Workers, with nearly a million members, 
re-elected Walter Reuther president with only a 
handful of dissenting votes and then gave him 
a full slate of anti-Communist officers. 

Reuther and his ticket won over the leftwing- 


'ers by being shrewder labor politicians, abler 


propagandists and better economic champions of 
the rank and file than their opposition. Ameri- 
can labor actually has very little appetite for 
Communism. It considers itself not a proletariat 
but a part of the middle class, and the country 
has enough economic mobility to support the 
view. 

Labor has the same fierce loyalty to the prin- 
ciples of individual freedom that the rest of the 
country has. Communists rise to union leader- 
ship only because members of democratic per- 
suasion do not show comparable energy and 
ability in union politics. Reuther has energy 
and ability—and economic insight — not matched 
by his Communist rivals, and so he wins his 
battle. 

His sweeping majority is due in part, also, 
to the strong support of Philip Murray, head of 
the CIO. Like Reuther, Murray is strongly anti- 
Communist. His assistance in purging the Auto 
Workers of Communist-inclined leadership fore- 
shadows a campaign to strip Communists and 
fellow-travelers of power in the few other unions 
where they are a strong or dominating political 
factor. j 

It is far better that this move should come 
from working men convinced that they prefer 
democratic gradualism to proletarian dictator- 
ship than that it should be imposed by law. 

When the Taft-Hartley bill was pending, we 
objected to the provision which bars a union 
‘from exercising collective bargaining rights if 
any of its officers are Communists or Commu- 
nist sympathizers. So long as the Communists 
are a legal party, this law makes no more sense 
than one to discourage a union from having of- 
ficers who are Republicans, single-taxers, Elks 
or freethinkers. 
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More Millions for China? 
Secretary Marshall’s proposal to pour $60,000- 
000 into China in the next seven months, and 
$20,000,000 a month thereafter, would be more 
persuasive if the State Department showed it 


intends to go after causes in China instead of : 


effects. 

The Secretary says the United States’ ap- 
proach to the Chinese problem will be through 
currency stabilization. One means to this end, 
he explained, would be to reduce military ex- 
penditures, which are now taking 75 to 80 per 
cent of the National Government’s income. 

Nowhere does this get down to first causes. 
The currency inflation in China stems from the 
huge military expenditures, among other things. 
But the military expenditures stem from domes- 
tic conditions which make it possible for Chinese 
Communism to thrive and necessary for the Na- 
tional Government to send armies against it. 

For our money to be well spent, the Nanking 
Government will have to reform the government 
in China all the way from the top down to 
the smallest village. It is corrupt and oppres- 
sive conditions that produce, in their deadly se- 
quence, the Chinese Communist insurrection, 
the necessity for Nationalist armies to be sent 
against it, the huge military expenditure, and 
the currency inflation. 

Does Secretary Marshall intend to attack the 
evil at its root? Unless he does, the experience 
the United States has had in China offers little 
hope of a return for the expenditure of more 
millions, :

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Second Thoughts on the Bridge 


About the best that can be said for the sub- 
stitute plan for handling traffic at the proposed 
Third-and-Franklin approach for the East St. 
Louls bridge is that it is a substitute plan. Cut- 
back roadways to the north and south would be 
better than a head-on bottleneck, but it is easy 
to see them choked with traffic extending into 
the Third street thoroughfare of the future. 

The question of the location of this bridge 
needs further study. It is not enough to say 
that it has been under consideration for 14 years 
and that the facts should be known by now. The 
case for intelligent review, in the light of traffic 
needs and expectations, was fully made by the 
East St. Louis Journal, in a editorial reprinted 
on this page yesterday. 

The spirit of this editorial is the spirit in 
which the City of St. Louis and East St. Louis 
jointly should weigh 2 Cass avenue location 
against Franklin avenue. 

The difficulty over the proposed bridge is a 
perfect example of why a genuine metropolitan 
area authority is needed for this two-state re- 
gion. The bridge project, as the Journal says, 
contains the elements of community welfare on 
both sides of the river. Traffic, airport plans, 
future highways, intercity relationships—all are 
involved. The Missouri Legislature should, at 
its earliest chance, pass the companion bill to 
that enacted at Springfield last session, which 
cleared the way for Illinois participation in area 
planning. 

Were an agency, modeled after the New Vork 
Port Authority, now in existence, the present 
snarl over the bridge would never have arisen. 
Indeed, the new bridge, wisely placed, might al- 
ready be a reality.

Back in the early New Deal days there 
was a good deal of laughing about „the 
shelter belt. President Roosevelt, who had 
a lifelong passion for conservation, pro- 
posed the planting of millions of trees on 
the Midwestern plains to stop the spread 

; of the “dust bowl.” 
,Cynics scoffed that 
the trees would nev- 
er grow in that arid 
soil. People in gen- 
eral were skeptical 
over a scheme to pin 
down the soil in an 
area as vast as a Ro- 
man emperor’s dream, 

There is not much 
talk about the shelter 
belt these days, but 
nobody laughs at it 
any more. It has worked. The Soil Con- 
servation Service has recently issued some 
material on the program, which is being 
revived after a lapse during the war. It 
appears that the Federal Government has 
spent some $15,000,000 on the project in 
seven states, where 222,825,220 trees have 
been planted, or 17 trees for each person 
in the area. Almost 90 per cent of the 
trees have survived. 

It was all done by mutual arrangement

with the farmers, who picked the fields 
they wanted sheltered and provided the 
labor, The Forest Service supplied the 
trees and the technical advice. 


Acceptance of the program has been 
quiet but decisive. The conservative mag- 
azine, Business Week, notes that “many 
farmers credit the shelter belts for the 
fact that they are still on their land today.” 
It describes the benefits in this way: 


“The shelter belts have modified winds 
and kept crops from blowing out of the 
ground or being smothered by dust; they 
have curbed soil erosion, conserved ground 
moisture on protected fields by checking 
evaporation, improved soi} fertility and 
possibly increased rainfall They have 
have brought millions of birds to attack 
insect pests.” 

Nobody knows how many square miles 
of farm land have been saved by the 
shelter belts, and how many more have 
materially benefited. Statistics are color- 
less things anyway, compared to the evi- 
dence of our own eyes. A trip through 
the Midwestern plains is a revelation, for 
there across many hundreds of miles is 
fresh green evidence of restored land, 
happy and productive, saved for the nation 
from hopeless waste, 


The Lesser Risk

The heart of Senator Vandenberg’s dis- 
cussion of the Marshall plan in his speech 
at Ann Arbor is in the paragraph: 


“In any event, we must take one of two 
calculated risks. There is the calculated 
risk if we proceed. But let’s be honest 
enough with American destiny not to ig- 
nore the calculated risk if we do not pro- 
ceed. Secretary Marshall correctly says 
it involves ‘the danger of the actual dis- 
appearance of the characteristics of West- 
ern civilzation on which our Government 
and our manner of living are based.’” 


Senator Vandenberg shows a sound ap- 
preciation of the realities. He understands 
the attitude of those who ask whether we 
can afford aid to Europe, but he also 
understands the attitude of others, who 
ask whether we can afford not to give 


aid to Europe. And his emphasis in the 
passage above is on the latter question, 

It is the $64 question about the Marshall 
plan. A lot of people—Senator Taft among 
them—put the emphasis on whether we 
can afford to provide further assistance. 


Senator Vandenberg does not ignore that 
aspect of the matter. In another passage 
he insisted that we must cast up our bal- 
ance sheet and vote whatever sums we 
do vote with the balance sheet in mind, 
But he puts the emphasis on the question 
whether our failure to give further assist- 
ance may not lay on us costs not measur- 
able in figures but likely in the end to 
exceed the expense of any aid we give. 

The Michigan Senator sees the problem 
in proper perspective. Let us hope that 
Congress sees the problem the same way.

Is the Lash Backward?

Whipping was once an accepted criminal 
punishment, but today is found only in 
Delaware. The laws of that state prescribe 
lashes for 24 different crimes, and from 
1900 until 1945 over 1600 prisoners were 
whipped. Although an increasing opposi- 
tion has developed, it has accomplished 
little more than make the whippings pri- 
vate, and in reducing the number of lashes 
and the manner of “laying them on.” 

The author presents a carefully docu- 
mented indictment of whipping. However, 
both author and reader come to the in- 
evitable conclusion that the average pris- 
oner would consider lashes a cheap en- 
change for months of stultifying imprison- 
ment, which completely ignores the possi- 
bility of rehabilitating certain types of 
criminals and in such cases is as outmoded 
as the whipping post. 

“There is needed,” the author thinks, “the 
elimination of the entire program of pun- 
ishment itself, and the establishment in its 
place of a system of scientific treatment. 
„What we do to a prisoner must be 
based upon a detailed study of what he is 
physically, mentally and emotionally, as 
measured by the best knowledge that 
science can provide.” 

With this conclusion “Red Hannah” be- 
comes not so much an indictment of the 
whippings of Delaware as of our whole 
antiquated penal system.

In Bolivia our standing is at a 
new low.

French Extremely Successful. 

Moreover, the French and Brit- 
ish have both been carrying on 
Latin campaigns often exceeding 
those of anyone else. As fellow 
Latins the French have always 
enjoyed good neighbor hospitality 
beyond anything extended “Yan- 
quis.” But the warmth of the re- 
ceptions I’ve seen granted their 
generals, intellectuals, commercial 
and diplomatic missions has been 
beyond anything previously noted. 

The French have not only had 
dinners — but they’ve obtained 
trade credits, renewed air and 


transport concessions, commercial |

Deer Hunting Deep

deep into the woods, in fact, that while we set 
up our camp in the middle of a good deer con- 
centration there weren't enough hunters in the 
vicinity to keep the deer stirred up and moving. 
So our total count, except for illegally shot does 
in the cars of game wardens and dressed bucks 
hanging in the camps of other hunters, was two 
does seen and a single fawn and the track of a 
big buck which we pushed out of a covert too far 
ahead of us for a shot, But in between stands 
at likely deer crossings we managed to get around 
to several camps and spent some time with the 
wardens and their helpers, and so got a good 
picture of the hunting over a fairly wide terri- 


tory.

OUR DEER are a natural wildlife resource of 
the 15,000,000 wooded acres of the Ozark moun- 
tains and borderland country. The herd is on 
the increase; may be increasing so rapidly, in 
fact, that it could soon crowd the available 
range. Deer multiply rapidly under the current 
favorable conditions, and have no natural preda- 
tors to keep them in check. Wherever this con- 
dition has existed throughout the nation during 
recent years and the numbers have not been 
severely checked through hunting pressure, dis- 
aster has followed, |

THE DEER POPULATION grows faster than 
the ability of the forage to support it. Adult 
deer browse the available food, which consists 
mainly of shrubs and the twigs of certain trees, 
until the fawns cannot reach the food supply 
and starve to death in hundreds or even thou- 
gands. Damage to farm crops becomes severe. 
The fertility of the does finally drops from mal- 
hutrition and, unless good game management 
steps in, the herd may be on the road to extinc- 
tion: If the surplus can be harvested by hunters 
under a plan of scientific management, the deer 

: tion and the range may be built up to- 
gether and kept in balance. This is the plan 
which Missouri is trying to carry out—with a 
goal of a permanent herd of some 200,000. This 
would require an annual harvest of 30,000 to 

But the goal cannot be reached 
unless that annual harvest is taken.

FROM OUR EXPERIENCE, I'd say that a 
three-day season is not long enough to develop 
experienced hunters—and this includes a large 
percentage of the hunters who bag their buck. 
From what we saw, I believe that fully 80 per 
cent of the deer killed were shot by hunters 
standing within 20 yards of a public highway, or 
of the fence surrounding a wildlife refuge. The 
mumber of hunters either “trigger-happy” or en- 
dowed with the double vision that comes out of 
a bottle must be large, for it is my private esti- 
mate that the illegal kill of does in the south 
Missouri counties fully equaled and may possibly 
have exceeded the legal kill of bucks. Many of 
these are reported indirectly to the wardens, so 
that the meat is saved for use by such public 
institutions as hospitals. But many also go un- 
reported, so that the carcasses rot in the woods, 
Another illustration of the inexperienced and 
trigger-happy hunter can be given. Twice as we 
drove along the gravel-surfaced road en route 
to our camp, we rounded curves and found high- 
powered rifles in the hands of red-capped hunters 
leveled at our car. I contend that any man who 
mistakes a Ford for a buck should have his deer 
tag lifted and be forced to leave the deer woods,

NEW YORK, Nov. 13. 

HE other day, the 172nd anni- 

versary of the founding of 

the United States Marine Corps 
was celebrated. On Nov. 10, 1775, 
the Continental Congress author- 
ized the creation of the Marines, 
and ever since then, they have 
been a part of our Navy. 

The first striking force to land 
in many parts of the world, they 
have covered themselves with 
glory. A marine who doesn't 
have many area ribbons, denoting 
service in various parts of the 
world, or who doesn’t have a col- 
lection of campaign stars and 
decorations, just can't have been 
in the Marine Corps very long.

ONE OF MY BOYS was a mem- 
ber of Carlson's raiders in World 
War II, but even before that very 
personal tie came to heighten my 
interest in the Marines, my hus- 
band’s pride in their achievements 
in the first war had familiarized 
me with their work. They fought 
in France side by side with the 
Army, and won deathless fame at 
Belleau Wood.

Modern. Treatment of Nervous Patients 


Home-Like Atmosphere in Special Department at Deaconess Hospital 


By F. A. Behymer 


HROUGH the nervous depart- 

ment of Evangelical Deaconess 

Hospital on an autumn after- 
noon there was the sound of sing- 
ing to piano accompaniment— 
“Juanita,” and “When You and I 
Were Young Maggie,” and then 
“My Faith Looks Up to Thee.” At 
the piano in the music room sat a 
patient playing and singing. A 
murse stood beside her and they 
sang happily together, “Fear and 
distrust remove.” In the sun room, 
patients playing cards and reads 
ing looked up and listened. In 
his office Dr. A. H. Deppe and 
Sister Elizabeth Lotz, going over 
case records, smiled with satisfac- 
tion. That was what treatment, 
administered with sympathy and 
understanding, was doing for 
their patients, removing fear and 
distrust, giving back to them the 
happiness that they had lost. 

The passing ‘days are like that 
for the nervous patients at the 
hospital, even the days that are 
drab and chill outside, for always 
there is brightness and good 
cheer within. It is by such means 
that patients who have been fear- 
ful and distrustful and encom- 
passed by darkness are led again, 
into the light. 

For 17 ‘years Deaconess Hos- 
pital, under the superintendency 
of Rev. P. R. Zwilling and with 
its psychiatrist, has been pioneer- 
ing in the field of nervous in- 
firmities, healing the afflicted in 
mind and body and sending them 
back to their homes reborn, freed 
from strains and stresses, -read- 
justed to the relationships of lite 
and even capable of renewed use- 
fulness 

Last year the department, op- 
erating to its full capacity, re- 
ceived 136 patients and after 
varying periods of treatment, 
averaging six weeks, discharged 
78 as completely recovered. Thirty- 
three, in improved condition, were 
returned to their homes under ar- 
rangements for continuing treat- 
ment as out-patients twice a week.

They come with 
fears in their hearts, for they have 
heard of “institutions” and dread 
them.

Dr. Deppe and the nurses talk 
with them, observe their symptoms 
and gain an understanding of the 
underlying causes, Most of them 
do not realize that they are sick. 
As an important preliminary to 
the treatment they are made 
aware of the nature of their ail- 
ments and given assurances that

they can be helped and even 
healed. By such explanations and 
encouragements their confidence 
is gained and their co-operation 
obtained, 


In the process of getting ac- 
quainted with them their likes 
and dislikes are discovered and 
respected, Their tastes and social 
attitudes and their modes of en- 
joyment are ascertained for the 
guidance of the doctor and the 
nurses in dealing with them, They 
are introduced to the other pa- 
tients and made to feel at home. 

As part of the process of mak- 
ing them feel at home, after they 
have been assigned to rooms they 
are not put to bed but are at 
liberty to roam through the hos- 
pital wing on even terms with the 
other patients and the nurses, 
who are trained to treat them as 
though they are friends who have 
come for a visit. They can read 
or turn On the radio or visit with 
the other patients as the begin- 
ning of the friendships that rapid- 
ly develop. At meal time there 
are neatly typed menus at all the 
plates for the choosing of meats, 
vegetables and desserts, daintily 
served at small tables. In the 
evenings there may be group sing- 
ing and games and the making 
of waffles or fudge or apple pie.

early discovery of incipient de- 

rangement is of very great im- 
portance. Patients whose condi- 
tion is diagnosed within 30 days 
after the onset, says Dr. Deppe, 
can be cured within six weeks, but 
if the condition has existed a year 
or more cure is more difficult and 
takes longer. In many cases the 
condition is not quickly discovered 
because of the failure of relatives 
to realize that derangement is a 
sickness and requires treatment as 
‘such. With early recognition and 
prompt treatment in private hos- 
pitals Dr. Deppe is confident that 
50 per cent of the sufferers would 
be saved from going to state insti- 
tutions. The responsibility for 
such early recognition and prompt 
action rests upon the relatives 
and the doctors who are consulted. 

It is Dr. Deppe’s great hope 
that all other private hospitals 
will soon provide gimilar treat- 
ment and that it will be possible 
for the facilities at Deaconess 
Hospital to be greatly increased. 
He covets the satisfaction that 
comes from seeing numbers of 
such patients restored, a satisfac- 
tion that is not the least of his 
rewards, 

Sometimes the condition of a 
patient when admitted is found 
to be caused by nutritional de- 
ficiencies, the ‘correction of which 
brings quick improvement. 

In cases of senility complete cure 
is difficult but by treatment a 
percentage can be helped and 
returned home. 

All student nurses receive three 
months training in the depart- 
ment, The knowledge they obtain 
helps them in the care of patients 
suffering from other illnesses, 

Patients who are difficult to 
manage in their homes give no 
trouble at the hospital. They are 
tractable and obedient. They 
quickly realize that something is 
being done for them and are 
grateful, That is why on an au- 
tumn afternoon there is the sound 
of singing——“Fear and distrust re- 
move“ —and patients look up from 
their reading and card-playing in 
the sun-room, happy because their 
fear and distrust has been re- 
moved. 


‘How Important Is a Honeymoon?

OU don’t need a honeymoon 
* in order to have a happy mar- 
riage. 

But it's a highly desirable ex- 
perience just the same, in the con- 
sensus of 50 married women who 
answered anonymously a ques- 
tionnaire sent out by Rabbi Stan- 
ley R. Brav of Vicksburg, Miss. 

Only 30 Per cent of these wives 
(representing many different 
backgrounds and religious de- 
nominations) felt that a honey- 
moon is indispensable to a happy 
marriage. Nearly three-fourths 
of the women considered their 
own honeymoons successful, al- 
though most of them mentioned 
problems they had encountered, 
the most unexpected being “de- 
testing the man,“ which one bride 
reported. 

Most of the difficulties were 
naturally associated with sexual 
adjustment; half of the women 
and one-third of the men had had 
no education for this purpose and 
they 2 agreed in demand- 
ing better sex education. But 
more than 80 per cent of the wo- 
men were sure that pre-marital 
sex experience is not helpful to a 
honeymoon, while 70 per cent 
agreed that book knowledge of 
sex life and the art of love helps 
a honeymoon’s success.“ 

Dr. Brav, a widely-known edu- 
cator, describes this study in the 
current issue of “Marriage and 
Family Living.” The fact that 60 
per cent of the brides failed to
